DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see "Remarks", filed 12/9/2009, with respect to the 
specification have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of the 
specification has been withdrawn in light of the provided amended specification. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see "Remarks", filed 12/9/2009, with respect to the 
drawings have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of the drawings 
has been withdrawn in light of the supplies new drawings provided. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see "Remarks", filed 12/9/2009, with respect to claims 1- 
22 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The various objections and 
rejections of claims 1 -22 has been withdrawn in light of the fact that these claims have 
been cancelled. 

4. The addition of claims 23-44, which encompass the subject matter of the 
allowed original claims 3, 8, 12 and 13 in the independent claims, has been duly noted 
by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 23-44 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regards to 
independent claims 23, 31, 34 and 42, although the art listed in the 103(a) rejections in 
the previously mailed non-final rejection appears to be the most pertinent prior art 
available, the art above fails to cover any particular specifics of the sensing, and in 
particular does not cover the concepts encompassed in the objected claims-specifically 
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utilizing changes in photon intensity, resistance, impedance, or dielectric capacity to 
determine changes in the elution chamber. Likewise, although Phillips et al. (U.S. 
Patent Number 5371372, from hereinafter "Phillips"), Abe et al. (U.S. Patent Number 
4853546, from hereinafter "Abe"), Kriwetz et al. (U.S. Patent Number 46251 18, from 
hereinafter "Kriwetz") and Neirinckx et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4288424, from 
hereinafter "Neirinckx") speak briefly of generating a radioisotope via elution, as well as 
the possibility of using the photons emission to determine the radioactivity of the 
radioisotope, they all fail to teach the specifics of photometry or conductometry as 
disclosed in the independent claims of the instant application. Claims 24-30, 32-33, 35- 
41 and 43-44 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on the allowed base claims.
